




Over $1 million in 
drugs up in smoke

A truck and a horse trailer were loaded up with so much evidence 
that it was weighing down the hauling truck to point of flattening the 
back tires. 

All of this evidence was what was taken off a property when police 
busted up a large marijuana growing operation near Cremona. 

On Aug. 11, the Didsbury RCMP, with the assistance of a special 
drug team from Red Deer busted the operation that was tipped off by 
"an anonymous source," according to Sgt. Ron Platz of the local 
detachment. 

The detachment and the Drug Unit have been watching the 
residence for about two weeks before making their move on Tuesday. 

The bust took most of the day on Tuesday with arrests and 
collection of evidence. 

A fully running hydroponics operation was found in the basement 
of a large bungalow residence half a mile west of Highway 22 on 
Burnt Timber Road with at least 1400 plants in various stages of 
growth.

Butt out, and pick up a good drink 

There is something wrong with the debate that condemns 
smokers. It is not that smoking is harmful to the smokers 
themselves and those around them. It is not that there isn't a 
problem with the youth, especially girls, who are lighting up every 
year. It is not that health care costs aren't being negatively affected 
by what the drug is doing to people's health. 

No, it is none of these things that are wrong with the debate 
about smokers. In fact, what is wrong has nothing to do with the 
dirty habit. 

That is the point. People are going nuts over smoking, but it 
seems to me that the debate should be about something else that I 
believe wrecks more lives and families than a cigarette butt. That 
is drinking. Why aren't we up in arms over how booze harms 
people. It is far more damaging than a Du Maurier. 

I have never personally heard about a family whose lives were torn apart because of a family 
member that smoked. There aren't deadly accidents caused by people who smoke. Can you 
imagine this headline, "Husband blames smoking addiction for abuse of wife and children.” But, 
I have seen something similar relating to the abuse of alcohol. 

Where are all the fanatics, commercials, brochures and such about alcohol. It has ruined more 
lives than a cigarette. 

My aunt from Britain was visiting last weekend and she reported to me that the condemnation 
of smokers in Britain is even worse than it is here. But, no one blinks twice if a father of three 
children goes to the pub after work and crawls right inside a jug of beer and leaves his wife at 
home with little money for groceries because he has drank it all away, and comes home and falls 
right into bed and passes out. 

Perhaps the reason that we, as a society, haven't gone nuts over drinking is that it has been 
a part of our society for all of the ages. And, in comparison, smoking cigarettes is fairly new, 
but that doesn't mean it doesn't hurt. 

Smoking and drinking may be in the same realm as far as how many people are addicted, but 
my point is that drinking is far more harmful to far more people and maybe we should be 
targeting that instead, or as well.

Saturday, August 8, 1998 

Dear Editor, 

This has been both a good 
week and a rough week. School 
started on Wednesday. Most of 
the staff were here for the start of 
school. Several arrived on Mon¬ 
day, but due to availability of 
flights some didn't get to Jos 
until after classes had started. 
There are a few that are sched¬ 
uled to arrive next week and at 
least one couple that will not be 
here until September. With only 
one airline making flights into 
Kano each week, it is sometimes 
difficult to get a flight at the end 
of the summer. 

It was good to see both staff 
and students. It is always inter¬ 
esting to see the changes in the 
kids as they grow and mature. 
Weight loss or gain, inches added 
to height, drastic changes of hair¬ 
style or color, glasses, braces all 
add to our confusion as we try to 
figure out who each student is. 
We had a good opening chapel 
with a challenge to reach out 
beyond the Hillcrest community 


and find ways to minister to the 
people of Nigeria. Discipleship 
groups are already forming and a 
couple of them have had their 
first meeting. Volleyball practice 
has already started with lots of 
high schoolers trying out for the 
varsity teams. 

We have been reminded of 
God’s sovereignty and protection 
in the last week or so. A family 
with the Baptist mission had a 
fireaccident. Thefatherwascook- 
ing hot dogs out in the back yard 
when the fire suddenly flared. 
The youngest of the three boys 
was wearing a rayon soccer shirt 
which caught on fire and couldn't 
be extinguished even though they 
rolled him on the ground. Fi¬ 
nally the father used his hand to 
snuff out the fire. The eight-year- 
old boy has second and third 
degree burns on 36% of his body, 
mostly on the back. The father 
has second and third degree burns 
to his hands. It was a four-and-a- 
half hour trip to Jos where there 
are mission doctors. Within two 
days, the father and son were 


taken by road over 12 horrible 
hours to Lagos to get a medical 
emergency flight. They are in 
Dallas in a special burn unit 
now. The wife has gone back to 
pack up the house, and then she 
and her three children will go to 
the States. They likely won't re¬ 
turn to Nigeria. 

Yesterday morning the father 
of two of our students at Hillcrest 
was shot and killed. He was trav¬ 
elling out of town and it seems he 
came upon armed robbers. De¬ 
tails are sketchy. We can't help 
but think that we travel that 
same road sometimes and many 
of the Hillcrest community have 
gone that way even in the last 
few days. Why was this fine man 
killed? God is sovereign and 
knows the purpose that He has. 
Please join us in praying for the 
mother and two daughters. 

God has called us here and we 
enjoy what we are doing. He is 
the One who protects and guards 
us.

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Most Injured workers satisfied with 
WCB benefits and services 


A strong majority of injured 
workers gave positive ratings of 
their experience with the Work¬ 
er's Compensation Board (WCB) 

- Alberta, according to the re¬ 
sults of the WCB's 1997 injured 
worker satisfaction survey. 

The survey, conducted by 
Criterion Research on behalf of 
the WCB, asked claimants to 
rate the WCB on a variety of 
factors, including staff perform¬ 
ance. The survey found 74% of 
injured workers were satisfied 
or very satisfied with their over¬ 
all experience. Of 
those satisfied, 49% 
of injured workers 
were very satisfied, 

25% were satisfied, 

14% were neutral 
and 12% of survey 
respondents indi¬ 
cated dissatisfac¬ 
tion. 

Compared to 1996 
ratings, the WCB 
maintained or im¬ 
proved satisfaction 
levels of injured who had in- 
person or telephone contact with 
the case manager or adjudica¬ 
tor responsible for their claim. 
Eighty-five percent of respond¬ 
ents felt their case manager/ 
adjudicator was courteous, car¬ 
ing and treated them with re¬ 
spect, 80% felt their case man¬ 
ager/ adjudicator had enough 
knowledge to answer specific 
questions about claims, and 76% 
thought their case manager/ ad¬ 
judicator provided them with 
accurate and helpful informa¬ 
tion. 

"Although I am pleased with 
the overall results of the sur¬ 
vey, I believe there is still room 
for improvement in several ar¬ 
eas," said Mary Cameron, WCB 
president and CEO. "We will 
continue to emphasize keeping 
injured workers fully informed 
about their claims and reinforce 
our commitment to improve cus¬ 
tomer service." 

The majority of claimants 
(54%) indicated their actual ex¬ 
perience with the WCB was bet¬ 


ter than expected while 37% 
indicated their experience was 
the same as expected. Nine per¬ 
cent of respondents said their 
experience was worse than ex¬ 
pected. 

Claimants were particularly 
satisfied with the WCB's per¬ 
formance in the following ar¬ 
eas: 

-providing compensation cov¬ 
erage until workers were fit and 
able to return to work (81%) 

-informing workers their 
claims were accepted (75%) 

-providing one 
main contact per¬ 
son to coordinate 
their WCB claim 
(70%). 

Claimants 
were less satisfied 
with the WCB for: 

-explaining 
how the amount 
of their compen¬ 
sation cheque 
was determined 
(56% satisfied, 
29% dissatisfied) 

-informing workers about 
benefits and services (46% sat¬ 
isfied, 37% dissatisfied). 

"The results of this survey 
will help our organization iden¬ 
tify opportunities for improve¬ 
ment," said Cameron. "We have 
already introduced several proc¬ 
ess or procedure changes and 
we're developing long-term cus¬ 
tomer service plans to improve 
our organization for all 
stakeholders." 

Criterion Research contacted 
1,600 long, medium and short¬ 
term claimants by telephone 
throughout 1997. The overall 
survey results are considered 
accurate +/- 2.5%, 19 times out 
of 20.

their marketing interests. The 
proposed electoral map appears 
to be designed to ensure the domi¬ 
nance of a particular outcome - 
the status quo outcome. The same 
criticismUlso applies to the vot¬ 
ers lists. Restricting the vote to 
permit book holders alone 
disenfranchises a large number 
of other grain farmers who are 
significantly impacted by the op¬

erations of the CWB. I f the Board 
is to survive, it must adjust its 
operations to gain a broader 
based acceptance from farmers. 
Therefore, it is important that 
all farmers have input into the 
election of the board members. 

Those districts that straddle 
provincial boundaries have no 
commonality of interest in pro¬ 
duction, marketing, local gov¬ 
ernment or in terms of inclina¬ 
tion towards the CWB in gen¬ 
eral. This comment applies to 
district 1 along the Alberta-BC 
border and districts 3,4 and 5 
along the Saskatchewan-Alberta 
borders. This would also appear 


to be true for the Manitoba-Sas- 
katchewan border district. 

I would like to believe it was 
these types of considerations that 
led the Senate Standing Com¬ 
mittee to propose that the elec- 
toial boundaries be drawn to re¬ 
spect as much of provincial 
boundaries as possible. The bal¬ 
ance required in terms of number 
of voters could well be accommo¬ 
dated with this approach. 

The Canadian Wheat Board 
Act specifies three purposes for 
which the contingency fund can 
be used. Proposal 2 provides that 
the corporation may establish 
separate accounts for each pur¬ 


pose, that is, establishment of 
accounts is discretionary, not 
mandatory. 

In the event that funds are 
assigned and expanded for any 
of the purposes provided for in 
the act, the establishment of ac¬ 
counts should be mandatory. It 
is inconceivable that account¬ 
ability in the source and applica¬ 
tion of funds should be optional 
and discretionary, especially 
when such funds could be 
sourced as mandatory taxes on 
farmers or originate from tax¬ 
payer funds.

bench fair 


There was shift in the look of 
the bench fair this year. Though 
the number of exhibitors was 
down (140 from 160 in 1997), 
and the number of exhibits was 
down (1029 from 1116 in 1197), 
there were areas where the 
number of entries were way up. 

There were more entries in 
the food classes, but for some 
reason, fewer in the special 
prizes. It was lucky that there 
were two judges who were quali¬ 
fied to judge the food classes, or 
the judge would have had to 
work all night. 

The same shift occurred in 
the Junior classes, with fewer 
entries though more classes 
were offered this year. Some 
specials, such as the "Gifts of 
the Garden" in the 9 and under 
class, had no entries or only 


very few. 

This year more specials were 
offered by businesses and indi¬ 
viduals in the community ($1015 
from $950 in 1997), but the 
number of entries in most of 
these classes was way down. 

There were more entries in 
the creative arts classes, espe¬ 
cially in sewing and hobby crafts, 
with a wonderful display of ce¬ 
ramics and woodworking and 
wood carving. 

Another major difference was 
the number of volunteers that 
helped make the setup of the 
tables and displays racks and 
the exhibits themselves so much 
easier on our usually over¬ 
worked helpers.

Healthy summer lawns 


What measures 50 ft by 50 ft and creates enough oxygen for a 
family of four every day? That blanket of green in the front yard. 
Many people think the front lawn just lays there, but along with 
creating oxygen, a well-maintained grassed area absorbs noise 
and airborne pollutants like dust, soot and carbon dioxide. 

"Keeping a lawn healthy and growing lush and green is 
relatively easy with a little care and attendance and regular 
maintenance," said Shelley Barkley, information officer at the 
Crop Diversification Centre South, Alberta Agriculture, Food and 
Rural Development. 

"Whether in an urban setting or a sweeping rural landscape, 
lawns require regular mowing. Depending on moisture levels and 
daytime heat, that could mean at least once, possibly twice a week 
during the summer." 

If lawn is left to grow too long, two mowings may be necessary 
to take it to the recommended height. The first pass with the lawn 
mower should remove one third of blade height and the second cut 
should reduce the lawn the to desired height. For summer-time, 
2.5 to 3 inches (6.3-7.6 cm) is optimum height for a healthy lawn. 

"Leaving lawns at these higher heights will help reduce mois¬ 
ture loss that causes heat stress to grass," said Barkley. 

If experiencing sufficient rainfall, lawns do quite nicely with 
only regular mowing. However, lawns need thorough watering at 
least every 10 days. Thick lawns significantly slow down water 
runoff and are very efficient in directing moisture into the soil. 
Even light rainfall, can hold significant benefits for healthy lawns. 
If, however, there has been no rainfall, a good soaking of two 
inches (5 cm) should be applied. With reasonable water pressure, 
this should take approximately one-half hour with a sprinkler. It's 
time to water the lawn when it changes color to a blue-green, or 
when foot prints are noticeable in the turf when walked on. 

"Nothing is more aesthetically pleasing than a beautiful lawn," 
said Barkley. "And, when the heat is on in the summer, that lush 
expanse of grass can be 10 to 14 degrees cooler than non-grassed 
soil and up to 30 degrees cooler than decking, asphalt or concrete. 
No wonder lawns are the favorite lounging place on hot summer 
days." 

A variety of pests can cause problems in lawns. The publication 
Backyard Pest Management in Alberta is a valuable resource that 
contains information on over 150 pests that commonly damage 
trees, shrubs, lawns, flowers and gardens. It helps when identify¬ 
ing whether insects, disease or weeds are causing the problems in 
a lawn. Copies of the publication are available at Alberta Agricul¬ 
ture district offices or the Publications Office, 7000-113 St., 
Edmonton, AB T6H 5T6, phone 1-800-292-5697.

Alberta summers are so short and so busy, that within them, 
we only accomplish a fraction of what we would like. One of the 
things that we try to do is have a couple of trips to the mountains 
and having John at home last week was the impetus that pushed 
us from hayfield and pea patch and sent us into the high country. 
Ralph had read an ad for a "Sunshine Meadows Wildflower Walk" 
and he knew that this would appeal to the women in the family so 
we made a couple of phone calls and arranged reservations. Shuttle 
buses go from the Sunshine parking lot to Sunshine Meadows 
Nature Centre on the hour, from 9:30 am. to 1:30 p.m. They come 
back from the Village on the hour, from 1-5 p.m. We went up at 
11:30 am. and came back at 4 p.m. 

Because I don't ski, I have never been to Sunshine before and 
it was very interesting. The scenery is spectacular and everywhere 
there are gondolas and ski lift, (sitting silent in the sun) ski runs, 
trail markers and the odd weird thing like mattresses tied to trees. 
One wonders if the mattresses went up before or after the Kennedy 
and Bono accidents. The only thing open at the lower level is the 
washrooms. Not even the pop machine works. An old school bus 
was our transportation up the mountain and it negotiated the 
switch backs with an impressive amount of gear grinding and 
engine roaring. "Do you have good tires" I asked him cautiously. 
"Yes," he said, "but the brakes are another story." 

At the Sunshine Meadows Nature Centre (elevation 2200 m or 
7150") the deli is open and we had lunch before beginning a pretty 
steep climb on a very good trail. Marmots, squirrels, chipmunks 
and hawks were the extent of the wildlife, well, maybe a golden 
eagle or two. We did not see bears and no one felt deprived. We were 
a bit late for the best of the wildflowers but we still saw zillions of 
tiny gentians, lots of yarrow, alpine willow and fire weed, fleabane, 
golden aster, goldenrod, wild strawberry, paintbrush, kinnikinnick, 
and a couple of things that we couldn't identify because we had 
forgotten to bring a wildflower book. 

Our party consisted of Ralph, his sister Alice, John and me. 
After we had done one very steep kilometre, Alice and I suggested 
that the long-legged men continue at their own pace and they left 
us to our own devices. We continued for about another 1/4 km and 
then we began the leisurely return trip. This is where we learned 
that coming down a mountain is harder on your knees that going 
up one. While we were inching our way downward, Ralph and John 
went on to Simpson Viewpoint and to see Rock Isle and Grizzly 
lakes. 

There was quite a lot of smoke up there so views were a bit 
impaired but it was still beautiful. It was so quiet. We hardly saw 
another soul and those we did see were walking quietly, talking 
softly and being very respectful of the environment. There was no 
garbage and no indication that people were straying from the 
paths or picking the flowers. At the deli we talked to a couple from 
Holland who were on their first holiday in seven years and had 
spent the whole time in Banff and Jasper. On the bus the driver 
closed a window rather sharply and a girl from New York leapt 
about two feet straight up. She thought it was a drive by shooting. 
From the parking lot, we saw the goat's eye, in Goat mountain. It's 
amazing. Until now, I didn't know it existed. 

We had a perfectly lovely peaceful day and we think we will try 
the same trip again. Next time we will go a bit earlier in the season. 
I will try not to smash up my knees immediately beforehand and 
either Alice or I will remember to bring a wildflower book.

Long-term soil sampling to 
monitor soil quality across Al¬ 
berta landscapes starts this fall. 
Soil quality benchmark sites 
are currently being selected by 
the conversation and develop¬ 
ment branch of Alberta Agri¬ 
culture, Food and Rural Devel¬ 
opment, in partnership with 
agri-businesses, research asso¬ 
ciations and other divisions of 
Alberta Agriculture. 

"Monitoring these bench¬ 
mark sites is part of the Alberta 
Environmentally Sustainable 
Agriculture (AESA) Soil Qual¬ 
ity Monitoring Initiative," said 
John Zylstra, regional conser¬ 
vation coordinator with Alberta 
Agriculture. "There are two 
goals for this program. The first 
is to determine the state of soil 
quality across Alberta and the 
second is to determine the risk 
of change in soil quality with 
various management practices." 

The fall benchmark sampling 
across Alberta will provide 
baseline soil information; test 
and validate simulation mod¬ 
els (crop growth, wind erosion, 
water erosion); and monitor 
changes in soil quality over time 
on a field basis. 

"As well as providing data for 
modelling, the benchmark sites 
will give an indication of year 
to year changes in soil fertility 
status at the same point," said 
Zylstra. "They will also provide 
data on the landscape effects 
upon soil properties." 

Within the agricultural re¬ 
gion of Alberta, there are nearly 
100 ecodistricts, or areas of 
similar topography, soil, veg¬ 
etation and climate. Alberta 
Agriculture will monitor sites 
within 40 to 50 ecodistricts 
throughout Alberta for the next 
five to 10 years. These soil qual¬ 
ity benchmark sites will be rep¬ 
resentative of soil-landscape 
patterns and agronomic prac¬ 
tices within a given ecodistrict. 

"At each benchmark site, soil 
and plant sampling will occur 
at three landscape positions: 
shoulder, mid-slope and toe 
slope," said Zylstra. "Informa¬ 
tion supplied by landowners is 
important to the initial charac¬ 
terization of the sites. They will 
assess the soil data collected 
and provide input for simula¬ 
tion models. Land management 
information required from 
farmers includes: crop rota¬ 
tions and crop cultivars; ferti¬ 
lizer applications; weed control 
practices; tillage system; har¬ 
vest method; and, grazing prac¬ 
tices. 

"The information collected 
will give detailed soil quality 
status on a range of soils across 
Alberta and landscape effects 
on soil quality and soil quality 
risk assessment. It will also pro¬ 
vide a cross validation data set 
across Alberta for soil quality 
modelling efforts and a record 
of year-to-year changes in soil 
properties at constant sites in 
the province."

CFR fight 
begins 

Last weekend was a weekend 
reserved for underdogs in the 
rough stock events. 

Cowboys like Vance Keith, 
Hamish Macdonald and Ross 
Kreutzer were out in full force 
trying to do as much harm as they 
could during crunch time. 

With only a handful of rodeos 
left before the cut-off for the Cana¬ 
dian Finals, every cowboy needs 
to give their all to ensure a top ten 
spot in the standings. For cow¬ 
boys like Ross Kreutzer - who is 
teetering on the edge of the CFR 
and the crying hole - every dollar 
counts. 

Kreutzer won the saddle bronc 
at Cranbrook and Lethbridge, and 
tied for third at Dawson Creek. 

At Lethbridge Kreutzer got his 
biggest paycheque, $1,415, and 
only needed to score 78 points to 
win on Kelser Rodeo's Cabaret. 

Kreutzer’s best ride was at 
Cranbrook where the cowboy had 
an 84-point ride on Void Rodeo's 
Hurricane. That ride earned him 
$1,062. 

"That was a great ride," the 27- 
year-old cowboy said. "It felt really 
good." 

At Dawson Creek Kreutzertied 
with Glen O'Neill and Lance 
Mulvahill to earn the cowboys 
$849 each. 

The Arrowwood cowboy won 
over $3,200 during the three ro¬ 
deos - not bad for 24 seconds worth 
of work. That was Kreutzer's best 
weekend of the season so far, and 
put him one step closer to the top 
ten. At 11th spot in the standings, 
Kreutzer is showing great poten¬ 
tial to make it to his first CFR. 

"I'm making them nervous, if 
nothing else." 

When Kreutzer's not vying for 
CFR status, he trains horses in 
the winter and ranches during 
the summer in Saskatchewan. He 
also spends as much time as possi¬ 
ble rodeoing down in the States. 

"I'm just trying to get enough 
money won right now to qualify 
for the winter rodeos down there," 
he said. "Just trying to make the 
top 50 (qualifiers)." 

The big winner in saddle bronc 
at Dawson Creek was Shane 
Parker. The Redcliff cowboy had 
an outstanding 85-point ride on 
Kesler Rodeo's Skoal’s Macadoo to 
earn $1,594. He also placed sec¬ 
ond at Cranbrook for another $797. 
Parker's efforts over the weekend 
bumped him up in the standings 
from eighth to seventh. 

In the bareback the biggest 
move in the standings came from 
Roger Lacasse. A win at Cranbrook 
and a second place tie with Don 
Blishen in Dawson Creek helped 
the cowboy move from ninth place 
up to fifth. 

It seems Lacasse can't do any¬ 
thing wrong lately. Following his

big $50,000 paycheque at the 
Calgary Stampede, the cowboy 
won the Frontier Days Rodeo at 
Cheyenne, WY, then days later 
his wife Maryse gave birth to the 
couple's second child, daughter 
Cheyenne. 

Another big winner in bare- 
back was Hamish Macdonald. The 
Strathmore cowboy won at both 
Olds and Dawson Creek. His 
weekend earnings of $2,431 
moved him closer to CFR conten¬ 
tion from 14th spot to 12th. 

In the bull riding Entwistle 
cowboy Vance Keith got the ride 
of his life on Big Stone Rodeo's 
Walk On to earn 88 points and 
$1,930. 

Chris Self earned the biggest 
paycheque in bull riding over the 
weekend with his ride at Dawson 
Creek. An 80-point ride on Kesler 
Rodeo's Restricted Area earned 
Self $2,088 and moved him up to 
11th in the Canadian standings. 

Kirk Giraudier is also crawl¬ 
ing slowly up the standings lad¬ 
der in bull riding. His weekend 
earnings of $1,785 was enough to 
land him in a more comfortable 
spot of eighth from 10th. 

In the timed events, Jody 
Brown of Calgary had a win in 
Lethbridge and two more 
paycheques at Olds and 
Cranbrook to earn $2,738 and a 
move into fifth spot in the steer 
wrestling. 

Troy Houff and A1 Bouchard 
split first at Dawson Creek to win 
$1,475 each. 

Jacqueline Stojan and Dawn 
Rude both moved up a spot in 
ladies barrel racing. The cowgirls 
get bumped up one spot from 10th 
and 11th to 9th and 10th, the 
only movement in the standings.
